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Plant Operations Notebook, N-92-05-02.1 


This notebook, which covers the period April 1892-February 1893, is a 
continuation of N-92-03-19. It was used by Edison and an unidentified author 
primarily for notes from experiments on reducing phosphorous. The tests are 
numbered 153-158. Test numbers 157 and 158 are complemented by two letters 
from Booth, Garrett & Blair, analytical chemists. An incomplete, inserted note 
by Edison regarding phosphorous tests is followed by a complete, variant 
version in another hand under the title, "Experiments made by Mr. Edison for 
the removal of Phosphorus from magnetic concentrates." The book also 
includes two tests for the gold properties of arsenical pyrites. The front cover 
is labeled "Mr. Edison’s Phosphorous Expts #2." The spine is labeled "Mr. 
Edisons notes." The pages are unnumbered. Approximately 25 pages have been 
used. Thirteen loose pages have been inserted into the book.

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Plant Operations Notebook, N-93-01-10 


This notebook covers the period January-February 1893. It was used by 
Charles Batchelor and Edison primarily for notes, drawings, and calculations 
from 63 numbered experiments on the magnetic separation process. Notes on 
experiment 62 are by Walter S. Mallory. The series is followed by drawings, 
notes, and measurements from a "Duster experiment" and an unnumbered 
"Concentrate Seperator Experiment." An unidentified graph is inserted near 
the end of the book. The pages are unnumbered, and the book has been used 
in both directions. Approximately 140 pages have been used. 
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Plant Operations Notebook, N-93-05-22 


This notebook covers the period May 1893-August 1895. It was used 
primarily by Joseph W. Harris for notes, calculations, and drawings from 
bricking experiments. The book reflects Edison’s own involvement through 
marginalia in Edison’s hand and notes by Harris regarding Edison’s individual 
experiments. Among the more unusual experiments is a test to determine 
whether the bricks "could be used [as] a substitute for building and paving 
bricks." The front cover is labeled "Data on Bricking Iron Ore Concentrate" 
and "Bricking Data & Muck." The spine is labeled "Data of Later Bricking 
Work." The pages are unnumbered. Approximately 120 pages have been used. 
A one-page letter from Harris to Edison has been inserted into the book. 
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Plant Operations Notebook, N-94-06-20 


This notebook covers the periods June-July 1894 and December 1897, 
with some undated pages near the middle of the book. It was used by an 
unidentified author primarily as a receiving book for shipments arriving at 
Ogden. The book also contains records from bricking and rosin experiments. 
The pages are unnumbered. Approximately 180 pages have been used. Four 
loose pages have been inserted into the book. Only the bricking and rosin 
material has been filmed. 
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Plant Operations Notebook, N-95-00-00.1 


This undated notebook was used by an unidentified author, possibly in 
1900; however, it may have been used as early as 1895. The book is primarily 
a record of observations concerning maintenance and repairs needed at the 
Ogden plant. The pages are unnumbered. Only 13 pages have been used. 
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Plant Operations Notebook, N-95-00-00.2 


This undated notebook was used by Edison and an unidentified author, 
possibly in 1900; however, it may have been used as early as 1895. The book 
is primarily a record of observations concerning maintenance and repairs 
needed at the Ogden plant. The headings of individual pages are in Edison’s 
hand. The book contains 105 numbered pages, followed by one unnumbered 
page with an entry on the #9 Elevator. At the beginning of the book is an 
index to all but the last entry.

This undated notebook was used by Edison, possibly in 1900; however, 
it may have been used as early as 1895.

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Plant Operations Notebook, N-95-00-00.4 


This undated notebook was used primarily by two unidentified authors, 
possibly in 1900; however, it may have been used as early as 1895. The book 
contains notes regarding repair and maintenance of conveyors at the Ogden 
plant. The two earliest headings are in Edison’s hand. The book contains 37 
numbered pages, followed by approximately 40 unnumbered pages. 
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Plant Operations Notebook, N-95-00-00.5 


This undated notebook was used by Edison, possibly in 1900; however, 
it may have been used as early as 1895. It contains an enumerated list of notes 
regarding problems observed at the Ogden plant and an unidentified drawing. 
The pages are unnumbered. Only 8 pages have been used. 
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Plant Operations Notebook, N-95-05-01 


This notebook covers the period May-September 1900. The book was 
used by Edison and an unidentified author for notes and calculations regarding 
production stoppages at the Ogden works. The pages are unnumbered.

Plant Operations Notebook, PN-97-00-00.2 


This pocket notebook was used by Edison, probably in 1898, primarily 
for calculations relating to Ogden operations. Included are calculations 
regarding costs, depreciation, profits, and losses, as well as financial obligations 
and resources. The book also contains some calculations that seem related to 
the production capacity of the Ogden works. In addition, there are notes and 
calculations regarding the Ortiz gold mine and a list of various types of mills. 
The pages are unnumbered. Approximately 70 pages have been used. The 
book has been filmed at a reduction ratio of 10:1. 
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Plant Operations Notebook, PN-97-01-27 


This pocket notebook was used by Edison, probably in 1898, for notes, 
calculations, and drawings. The book contains a variant version of the cost and 
financial information recorded in PN-97-00-00.2. Also included are two 
versions of a proposal for a syndicate to finance operations at the Ogden 
works, a proposal for a "small temporary syndicate" to purchase the phonoplex 
business, and notes and drawings re garding mill operations and machinery. The 
pages are unnumbered, and the book has been used in both directions. 


Approximately 40 pages have been used. The book has been filmed at a 
reduction ratio of 10:1.

MINUTES 


These records cover the period 1888-1900. In addition to the company 
minute book, there are unbound duplicate minutes of directors’ meetings for 
1891 and 1892 and miscellaneous related items for 1896. Only the minute book 
has been filmed. 


The minute book, which covers the period December 1888-J anuary 1900, 
contains the minutes of directors’ and stockholders’ meetings, a copy of the 
company’s certificate of organization (notarized December 29, 1888), and the 
by-laws as adopted at the first board of directors’ meeting on J anuary 29, 1889. 
The subjects covered include the election and resignation of officers, the 
appointment of general managers, calls for capital, and increases in capital 
stock. Specific discussions involve mine properties known as the Gilbert Ore 
Mine, Scrub Oak Mine, and Ogden Mine; negotiations regarding the royalty 
agreement with the Edison Ore Milling Co., Ltd. (1890); the purchase of the 
Ogden Mining Co. (1891); the death of Robert L. Cutting, Jr. (1894); and the 
removal of the company’s offices from New York City to the West Orange 
laboratory (1894). Also included are two long reports by Edison on the status 
of the company’s mills (1890, 1898). 


The front cover is stamped "New Jersey & Pennsylvania Concentrating 
Works Minute Book." The spine is stamped "Minute Book N.J.& P.A. Works." 
The book contains 299 numbered pages. Inserted pages include letters, proxies, 
and voting records. A few unbound items consisting of draft versions or typed 
duplicates have not been filmed.

These records, which cover the period 1889-1903, consist of 52 volumes 
containing tissue copies of the company’s outgoing correspondence and 
internal communications. Some of the material is duplicated in, or is 
complemented by, material in other series. 


The letterbooks are divided into 7 subgroups determined by the principal 
author(s) of the volumes, the specific subject matter, and considerations of 
chronological continuity: 


1. Harry M. Livor Letterbook (1890-1891) 


2. Letterbooks by Thomas Butler, Harry M. Livor, Walter S. Mallory, 
et al. (14 vols., 1889-1898) 


3. Walter S. Mallory Letterbooks (29 vols., 1893-1903) 


4. | Walter S. Mallory Personal and Company Letterbooks (3 vols., 
1895-1899) 


5. Edwin I. Olmsted Letterbooks [Requisitions] (2 vols., 1894, 1900) 
6. Francis R. Upton Letterbooks [Sand Sales] (2 vols., 1898-1902) 
7. Emil Herter Letterbook [Orders] (1899-1902) 


Within each subgroup, the books are arranged in chronological order. In some 
instances, a chronological gap exists between the end of one letterbook and the 
beginning of the next. 


The principal authors (and often recipients) of the correspondence are 
the senior officers and supervisory employees of the company, including 
Thomas Butler, secretary; William S. Perry, secretary and treasurer; Emil 
Herter, draftsman and mechanical engineer; Harry M. Livor, general manager; 
Walter S. Mallory, vice president; Edwin I. Olmsted, clerk and (later) 
purchasing agent; and William P. Walsh and Francis R. Upton, sales agents for 
sand. Other authors include Edison, president; Samuel Insull, vice president 
from 1890 to 1893; and John F. Randolph, secretary/treasurer after 1895. 
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Although there are occasional letters in Edison’s hand, most of the material 
by Edison is written in the hand of Mallory. 


The letterbooks cover business matters such as stock transactions; notices 
of stockholders’ and directors’ meetings; payment of company obligations; 
changes in company officers; insurance, employment, tax, and legal matters; 
press relations; market and economic conditions; properties leased or owned; 
the design and purchase of equipment; the chemical analysis, manufacture, and 
marketing of iron ore, briquettes, and sand; the construction, modification, and 
closing of the Ogden works; interest in minerals other than iron, such as gold, 
hematite, and molybdenite; and visitors to the Ogden works. There is some 
personal correspondence of Mallory and Perry, as well as letters about 
Edison’s views on company policies and correspondence about his schedule, 
character, health, and family. 


In addition, the letterbooks contain occasional correspondence regarding 
Edison’s other iron ore enterprises; some letters concerning phonograph 
contracts, litigation, and stock; items pertaining to the price of General Electric 
securities and other aspects of the electric light business; and a few letters 
about the telephone, kinetoscope, and phonoplex business. The following 
individuals and companies are among the more notable recipients: Charles 
Batchelor, Robert L. Cutting, Jr., Walter Cutting, Herman E. Dick, William 
C. Frick, Samuel S. McClure, Erich Rathenau, Josiah C. Reiff, George 
Richards, Frank C. Roberts, William L. Saunders, Alexander Thielen, Joseph 
Wharton, Ingersoll Sergeant Drill Co., New Jersey Zinc Co., and Pilling & 
Crane. 


Documents containing the following information have been filmed: 
Edison’s direct intervention in company matters, Edison’s views on company 
policies, and aspects of Edison’s character, health, schedule, or family; changes 
involving the West Orange laboratory, Glenmont, and other Edison properties; 
overviews, summaries, reports, and general descriptions of mill operations, 
technical procedures, company finances, or company marketing strategies; 
location of company offices and significant related information (such as the 
renaming of the Ogden site); changes in company officers, senior management, 
and supervisory personnel; opening and closing of major company facilities; 
acquisition of other companies; descriptions of company products, such as iron 
ore briquettes and sand; statements of current or anticipated company 
earnings; insurance material revealing the condition or value of property; non- 








ore milling documents relating to other Edison companies (excluding routine 
orders from the Concentrating Works for equipment and supplies). 


Documents concerning the following subjects have not been filmed: the 
acquisition or disposition of tracts for mining purposes; employment matters 
involving non-managerial employees, unless revealing significant information 
about mill operations; employee injuries; the purchase of equipment and 
supplies, unless revealing significant information about design; construction or 
modification of specific buildings, unless involving Edison directly; specific 
orders for iron ore, briquettes, or sand, unless revealing significant information 
about the product or customer; ore sample analyses, unless revealing 
significant information about the product; insurance premium payments; stock 
transactions, especially calls for payments and notices of stockholders’ 
meetings; payment of company financial obligations; personal correspondence 
by Mallory and others. In addition, the index at the beginning or end of each 
book has not been filmed. One letterbook (LM-203) is too fragile to be filmed. 


Although every technical effort has been made to ensure the legibility of 
the documents on the microfilm, some of the materials may be difficult to read 
because of faint ink, spreading ink, bleed-through, discolored paper, or 
wrinkled pages. In particular, some of the documents are written in a very faint 
green ink. One letterbook (LM-201) presents especially severe legibility 
problems. 











Letterbook, LM-201 


This letterbook covers the period July 1890-April 1891. Most of the correspondence is by Harry M. Livor, 
general manager of the company. The letters deal mainly with the construction and equipment of the 
concentrating works at Ogden, New Jersey. There are also some progress reports submitted to Edison, 
president of the company. 


Letterbook, LM-202 


This letterbook covers the period March 1889-May 1890. Most of the correspondence is by Thomas Butler, 
secretary of the company; Harry M. Livor, general manager; and William S. Perry, treasurer. There are also 
some letters by Samuel Insull, who was treasurer prior to January 8, 1890, Much of the correspondence deals 
with company financial obligations, stock transactions, stockholders’ mectings, and personnel matters. Many 
of the letters concern the operation of the concentrating mill at Bechtelsville, Pennsylvania. Included is 
correspondence dealing with the supply of ore to the mill and with the disposition of machinery and other 
materials upon its closing, 


Letterbook, LM-204 


This letterbook covers the period April-July 1891. Most of the correspondence is by Thomas Butler, secretary 
of the company, and William S. Perry, treasurer. Some of the letters are by Samuel Insull, vice president. The 
letters deal mainly with orders for ore concentrate, leases on mining property, and stock transactions. Some 
letters pertain to the disposition of property at the Bechtelsville mill, while others concern the acquisition of 
the Ogden Iron Co, A few items relate to the hiring of Henry W. Hart as general manager following the 
resignation of Harry M. Livor. 


Letterbook, LM-205 


This letterbook covers the period December 1891-April 1892. Most of the correspondence is by Thomas 
Butler, secretary of the company; William S. Perry, treasurer; John P. Walsh, sales agent for sand; and Edwin 
I. Olmsted, clerk. The letters deal mainly with stock transactions, equipment, supplies, and sand orders. Many 
of the documents relate to operating problems at the Ogden works, company finances, and ore marketing 
strategies. Some items pertain to the market price of General Electric securities, 


Letterbook, LM-206 


This letterbook covers the period September-November 1892. Most of the correspondence is by William S. 
Perry, treasurer of the company; John P. Walsh, sales agent for sand; and Edwin I. Olmsted, clerk. The letters 
deal mainly with stock transactions, personnel matters, company financial obligations, equipment, supplies, and 
sand orders, Many of the documents are concerned with production at the Ogden works and the purchase of 
new bricking equipment. One letter pertains to the wages paid to Thomas A. Edison, Jr. Another relates to 
changing the name of the location of the mill from Ogden to Edison. 


Letterbook, LM-207 


This letterbook covers the period November 1892-April 1893. Most of the correspondence is by Thomas 
Butler, secretary of the company; William S, Perry, treasurer; John P. Walsh, sales agent for sand; and Edwin 
I. Olmsted, clerk. The letters deal mainly with personnel matters, company financial obligations, stock trans- 
actions, equipment, supplies, and sand orders. Some of the letters pertain to Edison’s experiments at the 
Ogden works, fire precautions at the mill, and the ore milling processes of other companies. There are also 
minutes of a directors’ meeting. 
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Letterbook, LM-208 


This letterbook covers the period April-July 1893, Most of the correspondence is by William S. Perry, treasurer 
of the company; John P. Walsh, sales agent for sand; and Edwin I. Olmsted, clerk. The letters deal mainly with 
company financial obligations, stock transactions, equipment, supplies, and sand orders. Included are items 
pertaining to the purchase of insurance on Edison’s life, with the company as beneficiary. One letter relates 
to the wages of Thomas A. Edison, Jr. : 


Letterbook, LM-209 


This letterbook covers the period July-November 1893. Most of the correspondence is by William S. Perry, 
treasurer of the company; John P, Walsh, sales agent for sand; and Edwin I. Olmsted, purchasing agent. The 
letters deal mainly with stock transactions, company financial obligations, equipment, supplies, and sand 
orders. Included are items pertaining to the purchase of insurance on Edison’s life, with the company as 
beneficiary; the market price of General Electric securities; and general economic conditions. One letter 
relates to a directors’ meeting of the Edison Ore Milling Co., Ltd. 


Letterbook, LM-210 


This letterbook covers the period November 1893-July 1894. Most of the correspondence is by William S. 
Perry, treasurer of the company; John P. Walsh, sales agent for sand; and Edwin I. Olmsted, purchasing agent. 
The letters deal mainly with mining property leases, company financial obligations, stock transactions, 
equipment, supplies, and sand orders, Included are items pertaining to the purchase of insurance on Edison’s 
life, the market price of General Electric securities, and general economic conditions. One item relates to a 
fall suffered by Edison at the Odgen works. 


Letterbook, LM-211 


This letterbook covers the period July 1894-February 1896. Most of the correspondence is by Walter S. 
Mallory, vice-president of the company; William S. Perry, secretary and treasurer; John F. Randolph, successor 
to Perry; and John P. Walsh, sales agent for sand. The letters deal mainly with stock transactions, personnel 
matters, property insurance, equipment, supplies, and sand orders. There are also letters describing operations 
at the Ogden works, briquette production, and product performance. A ten-page progress report from Mallory 
to James C. Parrish ends with a prediction that "we will be able to turn out product at a very considerable 
profit, and fully realize all we have expected.” Other letters pertain to tax assessments, the market price of 
General Electric securities, and Edison’s attempt to interest German investors in the company. One letter 
concerns a sprained ankle suffered by Edison. 


Letterbook, LM-212 


This letterbook covers the period February-September 1896. Most of the correspondence is by Walter S. 
Mallory, vice-president of the company; John F. Randolph, treasurer; and Edwin I. Olmsted, purchasing agent. 
The letters deal mainly with personnel matters, company financial obligations, sand orders, equipment, and 
supplies. There is also correspondence about renovationsat the Ogden works, Other items pertain to insurance 
and to the company’s credit rating. 


Letterbook, LM-213 


This letterbook covers the period August 1896-March 1897. Most of the correspondence is by Walter S. 
Mallory, vice-president of the company, and Edwin I. Olmsted, purchasing agent. The letters deal mainly with 
equipment, supplies, and sand orders, Also included are letters by Edison relating to the market potential and 
production of his briquettes, the attributes of managers at the Ogden works, and the value of the mill for tax 
purposes. Other items pertain to the financial status of the company. 





Letterbook, LM-214 


This letterbook covers the period March 1897-January 1898. Most of the correspondence is by Edwin I. 
Olmsted, purchasing agent. There are also letters by Walter S. Mallory, vice-president, and John F. Randolph, 
treasurer. The documents deal mainly with equipment and supplies. One letter by Edison describes the process 
of making briquettes. Another item contains a detailed description of a briquette. Some letters deal with the 
use of respirators and smoke protectors at the Ogden works, the commercial feasibility of expansion into the 
Canadian market, and public relations regarding ore milling. 


Letterbook, LM-215 


This letterbook covers the period February-May 1898. Most of the correspondence is by Walter S. Mallory, 
vice-president of the company, and Edwin I. Olmsted, purchasing agent. The letters deal mainly with personnel 
matters, operations at the Ogden works, equipment, and supplies. Some items pertain to work for the New 
Jersey Zinc Co. in Franklin, New Jersey and to Edison’s interest in gold. There are also items relating to 
Edison’s health, the purchase of a large flag for the West Orange laboratory, and an ore milling exhibit at 
Madison Square Garden in New York City. 


Letterbook, LM-216 


This letterbook covers the period April-August 1893. Most of the correspondence is by Edison and Walter S. 
Mallory, vice-president of the company. Their letters relate to equipment and supplies, building construction, 
Edison’s financial situation, and personnel matters. All of Edison’s letters are written in the hand of Mallory, 
except for two concerning the purchase of motors. Other items pertain to insurance on Edison’s life, Edison’s 
opinion of Michigan iron ore, and property leased in Michigan for the possible erection of an ore milling 
facility. One letter describes operations at the Edison Phonograph Works in West Orange and the qualities 
desired in its superintendent. 


Letterbook, LM-217 


This letterbook covers the period August-September 1893. Most of the correspondence is by Edison and 
Walter S. Mallory, vice-president of the company. All but one of Edison’s letters are written in the hand of 
Mallory. The letters relate to personnel matters, building renovations, equipment, and supplies. Some items 
pertain to the rebuilding of the narrow gauge railroad at the Ogden works. Also included are specifications, 
sent to prospective contractors, for the bricking machinery (one example has been filmed). 


Letterbook, LM-218 


This letterbook covers the period September-November 1893. Most of the correspondence is by Edison and 
Walter S. Mallory, vice-president of the company. The letters deal mainly with personnel matters, company 
financial obligations, building renovations, equipment, and supplies. There are two letters in Edison’s hand 
describing his strategy for gaining control of the market for iron ore. Other items relate to Edison’s interest 
in rail freight rates, international marketing, and industrial record keeping. 


Letterbook, LM-219 


This letterbook covers the period November 1893-January 1894. Most of the correspondence is by Edison and 
Walter S. Mallory, vice-president of the company. The letters deal mainly with personnel matters, company 
financial obligations, equipment, and supplies. Some of the items pertain to insurance for the Ogden works, 
the replacement of its chief engineer, and the lease of property in Michigan and the possible erection of a mill 
there. There are also letters containing Edison’s views on lamp prices in Europe and on problems at the 
Edison Phonograph Works. A loose page inserted at the end of the book contains a note in Edison’s hand, 
dated August 22, 1895, announcing that "work is hereby suspended at these Works." 











Letterbook, LM-220 


This letterbook covers the period January-May 1894. Most of the correspondence is by Edison and Walter S, 
Mallory, vice-president of the company. The letters deal mainly with company financial obligations, personnel 
matters, equipment, and supplies. Several items relate to Edison’s health. Another letter describes 
management techniques at the Ogden works. 


Letterbook, LM-221 


This letterbook covers the period May-June 1894. Most of the correspondence is by Edison and Walter S. 
Mallory, vice-president of the company. The letters deal mainly with personnel matters, company financial 
obligations, equipment, and supplies. Other letters pertain to insurance policieson Edison's life and the Ogden 
works, the processing capacity expected from the crushers and the furnace, and Edison's perfectionism 
regarding the design of machinery. 


Letterbook, LM-222 


This letterbook covers the period June-July 1894. Most of the correspondence is by Edison and Walter S, 
Mallory, vice-president of the company.
